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CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

FOR  PLANTING  OUR  BULBS 


Spring  Flowering  Bulbs  can  be  planted  from  September  to  December.  They  require  a moderately 
rich  soil  which  should  be  well  drained.  If  the  soil  is  in  poor  condition  use  a little  bone  meal  or  well-rotted 
manure.  Fresh  manure  is  injurious  to  bulbs.  When  the  soil  is  heavy  or  stiff,  place  a small  quantity  of 
sand  or  coal  ashes  at  the  base  of  each  bulb.  A good  rule  to  go  by  is  to  cover  the  bulbs  with  soil  one  and  a 
half  times  their  own  depth.

Tulips  may  be  planted 
from  October  till  late  in 
December.  They  require  a 
moderately  rich  soil  which 
should  be  well  drained.

Plant 
the  bulbs  6 or  more  inches 
apart  and  set  the  tops  4 
inches  below  the  surface. 
If  the  soil  is  heavy,  place  a 
small  quantity  of  sand  at 
the  base  of  each  bulb. 
They  require  very  little 
watering  during  the  winter, 
but  as  soon  as  the  buds 
develop,  water  freely  until 
through  blooming.  In  the 
following  list  you  will  find 
the  leading  varieties,  which 
are  certain  to  give  satis- 
faction.

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Hyacinths 

Hyacinths  are  very  fragrant  and  come  in  a great  variety  of  colors.  They  make  a magnificent 
display  when  grown  outside  in  a bed.  They  are  also  very  satisfactory  when  grown  in  pots  or  in 
glasses  of  water.  We  are  listing  the  single  type  only,  as  they  are  far  superior  to  the  double,  and 
more  certain  to  bloom.  For  outdoor  culture  set  the  bulbs  so  that  the  tops  will  be  3 or  4 inches 
below  the  surface  and  6 to  10  inches  apart.  For  pot  culture  use  a 4-inch  pot  for  a bulb  or  a large 
pot  for  2 or  3 bulbs,  and  leave  the  tops  of  the  bulbs  just  above  the  surface.  After  potting  give  a 
good  watering  and  set  away  in  a cool  place  and  cover  with  coal  ashes  or  sand  until  thoroughly 
rooted,  which  takes  from  8 to  10  weeks.  During  this  time  do  not  allow  them  to  become  dry. 
They  may  then  be  set  in  a cool  light  place  until  the  flower  spikes  have  developed,  when  they 
may  be  placed  wherever  they  are  wanted.

For  more  complete  cultural  directions  and  descriptions  see  our  General  Catalogue 

Cultural  Directions — It  is  better  in  most  instances  except  hardy  annuals  to  start  the 
seed  in  shallow  boxes  about  4 inches  deep,  using  very  sandy  soil  with  leaf  mould  so  that  it  will 
not  bake,  and  provide  for  drainage  by  boring  some  holes  in  the  bottom  of  the  box.  Set  the  boxes 
in  a warm  sheltered  place,  but  protect  from  direct  sunlight,  as  the  seed  is  liable  to  be  scorched  up. 
When  the  plants  have  made  the  fourth  leaf  they  should  be  pricked  out,  reset  in  another  box,  or 
preferably  in  paper  pots,  and  when  well  started  they  should  be  transplanted  into  the  garden. 
If  the  seed  is  to  be  sown  directly  in  the  garden,  it  should  be  done  after  the  soil  is  well  worked  and 
fertilized.  A slight  depression  should  be  made  with  a stick,  the  seed  sown,  and  then  covered 
with  sharp  sand  about  twice  the  depth  of  the  diameter  of  the  seed.  The  sand  will  prevent  the 
crusting  over  of  the  soil  after  watering.  When  the  plants  are  up  they  should  be  thinned  out. 
The  following  varieties  of  seed  should  be  sown  in  the  open:  Alyssum,  Calendula,  Candytuft, 

Collinsia,  Gilia,  Eschscholtzia,  Gypsophila,  Lupin,  Mignonette,  Nemophila,  Annual  Poppies.
